Roddie  Warns 
Against  Errors 

I That  we  must  avoid  making 
1 the  same  mistakes  after  this  war 
in  regard  to  our  relations  wun 
Germany  that  we  made  after 
World  War  I was  pointed  out  by 
Col.  W.  Stewart-Roddie,  English 
lecturer,  who  addressed  an  au- 
dience in  the  Provo  Tabernacle 
Monday  night. 

The  Allies  of  World  War  I 
had  no  previous  record  of  experi- 
ments to  help  them  solve  the 
problem  they  faced  at  the  end 
of  that  war.  “But  we  have  to  help 
us  this  time,  a record  of  the  mis- 
takes made  25  years  ago.”  Col. 
Roddie  explained. 

Col.  Roddie.  who  is  recognized 
as  one  of  the  outstanding  lec- 
turers of  today  on  European  af- 
fairs, insisted  regarding  disarma- 
ment in  the  allied  nations  that 
"any  nation  that  disaims  beyond 
the  level  of  security  is  betraying 
its  people.  No  nation  will  attack 
another  nation  that  is  believed 
to  be  stronger  than  itself.  If. 
therefore,  we  don’t  know  what 
is  going  on  in  Russia  or  any 
country  we  must  assume  that 
Russia  is  an  enemy  and  must 
arm  ourself  against  her.  We  have 
pot  to  be  on  the  alert.  We  have 
got  to  know  everything.  Other- 
wise we  have  got  to  arm  to  the 
teeth.” 

This  he  asserted  was  one  of 
tlve  errors  we  made  after  World 
War  I.

Nutrition  Classes  Urge  Observance 
Of  'Better  Breakfast  V/eek'  Jan.  25-31 


The  advance  nutrition  class,  in 
keeping  with  Governor  Herbert 
Maw’s  proclamation  naming 
January  25-31  as  “Better  Break- 
fast Week.”  this  week  has  pre- 
pared some  displays  in  the  show 
cases  on  the  lower  campus  show- 
ing the  value  of  good  breakfasts. 

The  displays  will  be  on  exhibit 
for  10  days  for  student  inspec- 
tion. 

Purpose  of  the  week  is  to 
stress  the  responsibility  of  nu- 
trition and  the  importance  of 
breakfast  in  the  diet.  The  gov- 
ernor’s proclamation  was  the 
beginning  of  the  state’s  drive  for 
a better  diet. 

“The  requirements  for  a good 
breakfast  differ  with  the  individ- 
ual,” school  nutritionists  declar- 
ed, “but  it  is  good  planning  to 
have  from  one-fourth  to  one- 
third  of  the  day’s  food  require- 
ments at  breakfast.’’ 

“A  good  breakfast  may  be 
light  or  hearty.  A light  break- 
fast that  will  give  you  a proper 


start  is  fruit,  cereal  or  bread, 
and  a beverage,”  they  declared. 
“If  a heavier  breakfast  is  de- 
sired, eggs,  meat,  hot  cakes,  etc., 
may  be  added. 

“One  thing  is  certain,  going 
without  breakfast  gets  one  off  to 
a bad  start.  Experiments  have

The  unexpected  death  of  Elder  Collis  closed  o long  versa- 
tile life  of  service  to  the  Church.  A powerful  speaker  who  hod 
spoken  many  times  on  BYU  devotionols,  he  was  also  a tireless 

odvocote  of  the  principles  of  the  Gospel. 

Born  in  Ireland 

From  his  humble  beginning  in 
Dublin,  Ireland,  in  1865,  he  had 
risen  to  positions  of  trust  and 
prominence.  He  served  his  coun- 
ty as  attorney  and  a.s  a member 
of  the  State  Legislature,  having 
qualified  himself  through  many 
hours  of  diligent  study  and  con- 
secrated effort.  During  this  time 
he  qualified  himself  to  preach 
the  gospel  with  persuasion  and 
eloquence  and  to  launch  upon  a 
career  of  outstanding  missionary 
service  in  the  Church. 

During  his  years  as  an  apos- 
tle, Elder  Callis  has  traveled  con- 
stantly about  the  Church.  No 
journey  was  too  far  nor  trip  too 
difficult  for  him  to  travel  among 
the  people  he  loved.  He  won 
their  admiration  and  respect  as 
an  inspiring  speaker  and  a pro- 
found student  of  the  scriptures.

Elder  Callis  was  a diligent  stu- 
dent of  the  life  of  Christ,  and 
many  of  his  sermons  and  writ- 
ings dealt  with  the  philosophy 
and  teachings  of  the  Savior.  He 
was  tireless  in  his  admonitions 
for  righteous  living.  He  was  tol- 
erant of  the  sinner,  but  warred 
against  sin.  He  possessed  a burn- 
ing testimony  of  the  gospel,  and 
all  who  associated  with  him  came 
under  its  influence.  He  made 
thousands  of  friends  for  the  Mor- 
mon Church  among  the  non- 
members residing  in  the  southern 
states,  who  came  to  respect  the 
Church  because  of  the  ideals  and 
standards  he  possessed  as  its  rep- 
resentative. . 

Mrs.  Callis  passed  away  last 
year.  Six  of  their  eight  children 
survive.

VVith  the  compietion  of  this  school  year's  first  large-scale 
rushing,  the  obnoxious  fact  that  our  "democratic"  social  or- 
ganizations are  actually  first  cousins  to  the  oft-censured  fra- 
ternity system  again  has  become  apparent. 

reorganized  social  plon  wos  mode  in  good 
faith  last  year,  with  an  eye  toward  broadening  the  university's 
social  horizons  by  encouraging  broader  participation.  -On 
paper,  the  "blackball"  system  was  abolished  and  a two-thirds 
member  vote  substituted  in  its  place.  Limitations  were  placed 
on  organization  rushing  parties,  intending  to  keep  expenses 
down  and  to  foster  rushee-member  acquaintances  by  daily 
contact  at  school,  rather  than  in  the  strained  atmosphere  of 
You  re-a-great-kid-and-we're-the-outfit-for-you"  party, 

Y®*/  tbe  idea  was  built  on  sound  ideas  and  good  inten- 
tions, but  it  takes  one-hundred  percent  cooperation  from  ALL 
concerned  to  make  those  ideas  and  intentions  succeed.  And, 
at  present,  that  just  is  not  the  cose.  If  one  unit  is  willing  to 
abide  by  the  rules — to  ovoid  the  blackball  and  to  hold  only 
properly-scheduled  banquets,  parties  and  dances — then  it  is 
only  fair  thot  other  units  follow  the  same  course;  otherwise, 
reactionary  freshmen  ore  almost  certoin  to  join  the  social  or- 
gonizotion  that  showed  them  the  best  time  during  rush  week. 
A heavy  fine  to  offenders  might  be  the  onswer— but  who's 
going  to  be  the  stool-pigeon? 

The  situation  colls  upon  us  to  pause  and  oppraise  our 
social  system.  . During  the  course  of  many  years,  it  has  become 
so  thoroughly  ingrained  in  the  student  psychology  that  it  al- 
most seems  useless  to  alter  it  with  paper  changes  To  our 
credit,  we  can  truthfully  say  that  our  social  system  is  demo- 
cratically superior  to  the  fraternities  and  sororities  because  of 
the  recognized  fact  that  appearance,  personality,  character 
and  achievement — and  NOT  money — comprise  the  entrance 
criteria. 

Still,  we  are  similar  to  the  Greek-letter  outfits  in  that 
rnembers  set  themselves  up  as  arbitrary  judges  of  other  peo- 
ples merits — harking  back  to  the  trite,  but  true,  statement 
that  personnel  of  most  units  is  made  up  of  already  over- 
socialized  students  who  would  monage  just  as  well  without  af- 
filiation, while  those  who  require  socioi  development  are  re- 
quired to  stay  out  in  the  cold  of  non-affiliation. 

As  any  old-time  social  organization  members  will  tell  the 
socially  eager  freshmen:  "Don't  .over-estimate  our  impor- 

tance in  living  a happy  college  life."  To  fail  to  be  rushed 
or  to  receive  a bid  is  no  block  mark  against  your  socioi  pres- 
tige, and  being  a member  is  certainly  not  a guarantee  of  being 
o rousing  success  in  Igter  life. 

Social  organizotions  do  provide  valuable,  enjoyable, 
rriendfy  additional  contacts,  but  any  mild  extrovert  con  make 
such  friendly  contacts  himself,  and  a social  organization  cer- 
toinly  doesn  t have  the  power  or  ability  to  turn  an  introvert 
into  o potential  Preferred  Man  or  Homecoming  Queen.  In 
other  words  frosh,  approise  the  social  outfits  in  the  light  of 
the  best — not  the  one  thot  is  considered  "best" 

— ond  if  a bid  doesn't  come  your  way,  just  keep  in  mind  that 
true  democracy  hasn't  arrived  anywhere — yet.

Architecture  with  a Goal  and  a 
Purpose.

Yes,  they  do  go  ahead  and  play 
the  best  they  can  even  if  they 
have  no  backing  at  all.  Our 
team  did  it  when  they  played 
Long  Island  University,  Temple 
University  and  the  rest  of  them. 
Why  was  it  that  the  only  two 
telegram  they  received,  even  aft- 
er they  had  won  a game,  were 
from  local  businessmen  and  not 
from  school  officials  or  the  stu- 
dent body  itself? 

Yes,  they  play  the  best  they 
can.

Let’s  give  BYU  the 
support  and  spirit  they  need  be- 
hind them  to  lasso  the  Cowboys. 
There  will  be  a preliminary 
game  at  6 p.m.  between  the  Jun- 
ior Varsity  and  Weber  College. 
Both  games  will  be  played  at 
the  U fieldhouse  in  Salt  Lake. 

In  a recent  Denver  U Clarion, 
some  healthy  young  writer  wrote 
an  editorial  on  “Football,  Which 
Way?”  discussing  the  problems  of 


paying  their  football  players 
healthier  wages  and  producing 
better  players  so  they  could  play 
and  beat  someone  besides  “BYU.” 
Now,  even  though  the  locals 
have  won  but  three  of  nine 
games  with  the  Pioneers  since 
1933,  the  Denver  rooter  shouldn’t 
overlook  the  trouble  the  Colo- 
ardo  school  has  caused  the  con- 
ference trying  to  make  their  own 
schedule,  and  though  he  men- 
tioned it  only  briefly,  the  Den- 
ver football  squad  faltered  fast 
in  the  last  few  games  of  the  past 
conference  football  schedule  and 
should  consider  themselvr-  for- 
tunate being  tied  for  honors  at 
the  season’s  end.  The  Y has 
been  fielding  above  average 
teams  for  quite  some  time  and 
there  hasn’t  been,  to  date,  any 
Denver  football  team  that  was 
rated  much  higher  than  any  BYU 
grid  team.  Maybe  DU  wants 
all  the  better  conference  games 
on  their  home  slate  each  year.

The  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity Cougars  went  down  fighting 
before  two  foes  in  the  Big  Sev- 
en Basketball  Conference  over 
last  week  end. 

Friday  night,  the  Cougars  bat- 
tled the  Golden  Buffs  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Colorado  at  Boulder. 
It  was  decidedly  the  Utah  team’s 
game  during  the  first  half,  but 
the  Bisons  dug  in  and  came  out 
the  winner.  Half  time  had  the 
Cougars  with  the  margin  on  a 
24-23  score.  Hitting  12  out  of  13 
free  throws  accounted  for  the 
better  part  of  the  first  half  score 
for  the  Young  five. 

Lee  Robbins  was  the  mainstay 
for  the  Buffs,  dumping  in  19 
points  to  put  the  Colorado  team 
out  in  front.  Child  was  the 
standout  player  for  the  Cougars, 
accounting  for  10  of  the  BYU’s 
final  point.,.  Final  score  read: 
BYU  44.  Buffs  56.  This  game 
was  Colorado’s  third  win  out  of 
three  games  played.  This  was 
the  season’s  opener  for  the  Cou- 
gars. 

Saturday  night’s  tussle  with 
Denver  U.  added  up  almost  the 
same  as  the  Colorado  game.
